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Q. As a Freemason, why did the most influential Masonic leaders 
Albert Pike and Manly P. Hall promote the worship of Lucifer in 
their Masonic writings? 


A. They did not. Neither Albert Pike nor Manly P. Hall ever said 
or wrote any such thing. Period. That is the shortest answer. The 
longer answer is as follows. 


Such false claims regarding Pike actually are based on a fake 
quotation from a fake encyclical authored by pseudonymous Leo 
Taxil, and further repeated as part of what we Scottish Rite 
Masons refer to as “the lie that will not die.” Those who want to 
try to bolster the fake quote often then resort to quoting a 
couple other texts out of context from Pike’s Morals and Dogma 
of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite of Masonry. Very 
frequently, these quotations out of context are accompanied by 
(or simply copy-pasted from the Internet), an image of a scan of 
one of the pages with yellow highlighting and cited incestuously
